centers, network design, lightening protection, and fiber

optic deployment; he retired with Sprint Telephone and then

continued working in his field as a consultant with Tellabs and

Argonne National Labs; and

WHEREAS, Howard Price served in the National Guard in

Washington, D.C. during President John F. Kennedy's term in

office; he was present at Kennedy's inauguration and funeral,
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and also stood at the stage during Martin Luther King's "I Have

a Dream" speech; and

WHEREAS, Howard Price was an active member of Crystal Lake

Evangelical Free Church, where he taught Sunday school and sang

in the choir for most of his life; he was also a member of The

Gideons International; and

WHEREAS, Howard Price was preceded in death by his parents,

Clyde and Irene Price, and his grandson, Treyce James Lakoskey;

WHEREAS, Howard Price is survived by his wife, Hilda; his

children, Lisa (Rodney) Hazel, Stefanie (Jeff) Nimick, Karen
